True to its promise, the Por- Darare yesterday 
evening and this morning gave the freight agents of 
the roads accused of discrimination an opportunity 
to defend themselves. Not all of them are 
desirous of talking on the subject, and of those who 
are willing to talk few advance arguments of any 
value in their own defence. Their replies, how 
ever, will be found of interest, as will also the inter. 
view with one of the Railroad Commissioners 


below. 
THE MISSOURI PACIFICO TALES. 

L. A. Emerson, general freight agent of the Mis- 
souri Pacific Road, is one of the pleasantest gentle- 
men inthe St. Louis railroad world. To look at 
him, or talk te him, one would hardly think that he 
was the agent of a grinding monopoly 
or that his thoughts or feelings were turned against 
the fhterests of St. Louis, or, in fact, anything at all. 
Mr. Emerson parried the first two or three questions 
very adroitly, and mildly suggested with a twinkle 
in the corner of his eye that he would throw the 
reporter out of the sixth story window. After a 
few minutes, however, he intimated that he was 
willing to answer any questions that might be put 
to him. 

“Do you consider itfairto St. Louis shippers,” 
said the reporter, “to charge them 44 cents on 
sugar io @ rthage, Ma, when New Orleans mer- 
chants are@aly paying 40 cents fora much longer 
haul to the same point over your line:“. 

“I do not know thatany such rates have been 
made.” 

“But the Posr-Drspatcn has two bills of lading of 
recent date showing the fact.” 

“How do I know the bilis of lading are all 
right?’ 

“They have every appearance of being genuine. 
One of them is signed by your agent here, Mr. 
O'Connor, and one by Mr. Finley.” 

“Well, supposing such a rate has been made, and 
Ido not know that it has, there may have been 
some reason forthe reduction in this garticular 
case. The New Orleans market may have been for 
some peculiar reason out of line with the other 
markets of the country, and it might have been 
necessary to make that rate to move the goods, 
The sugar crop may have been short.” 

“How do you explain the fact that Little Rook 
rates are no less from St. Louis than they are from 
New York?” 

“Wedo not make rates from New York. They 
make the rates there, and if we will not take the 
goods from St. Louis they can put them in just as 
easily by way of Memphis.” 

“But do you think it fair to St. Louis merchants, 
when you know New York rates are less than those 
from this city, not to make a proportionate reduc 
tion?” 

“Why, Lord leve you, man, we can't be following 
up New Tork rates. If we changed our tariff every 
time New York rates changed, merchants here 
would not know what their rate was or what it was 
going to be. The idea of our trying to govern 
Little Rock rates, 840 miles away. and with half a 
dozen ways of getting in there! I had a shipper 
come to me a day or two ago to complain about 


rates into the Indian Territory. Rates from 


St. Louis, he said, were no less than 
rates from New Tork. That was absurd,I told 
him—impossible. We governed Indian Territory 
business, there was no other way of getting at it, 
and on all freight delivered to us we got full tariff 
rates. Well, be said, he had two gentlemen with 
him who had come over from Europe and stopped 


on their way to the Territory,in New York, and 


they were the ones who had told him of the cut. 
He introduced his friends and I said to one of 
them: Do you mean to say that rates from New 
York to the Indian Territory are less than rates 
from St. Louis?’ ‘Oh, no," he said; 1 told Mr. —— 
that I could buy my goods 60 cheaply in New York 
that I preferred to pay the difference in freight.’ 
Well, sir. youought to have seen that St. Louis 
man. He looked all around for some hole to slink 
into.” 

“Well, Mr. Emerson, here is a point, Hope, Ark., 
to which all business is controlled by you. It is 
midway between St. Louis and New Orleans, and 
yet the rate on sugar from St. Louis is 90 cents and 
from New Orleans, according to our correspondent, 
80 cents. We have an expense bill of a New Orleans 
shipment of recent date at 65 cents.” 

I believe the rate from St. Louis is 83 cents,” 
said Mr. Emerson. “I have not heard of the 50- 
cent rate from New Orleans, but I heard of the 65- 
cent rate. A gentleman was up here the other day 
with a bill of lading of a shipment from New Or-

that?” , 
“Certainly, and that rate must have been on con- 
tract. 

“Do you make ne all over the line, Mr. 
Emerson!"

leans Into territory north of Denison and Texark- 
ana, however, do you not?” 

“Oh, yes. I keep posted on those rates.” 

Mr. Emerson advanced the old argument against 
publicity, that it would drive trade away from St. 
Louis. He said a merchant had been in his office 
within the last few days with a letter from a man 
in Arkansas, saying that he could not place his 
order until he had inquirea into freights, as he 
understood other cities were getting better rates 
than St. Louis. 


—  — 
THE COTTON BELT. 

A. C. Dodge, general freight agent of the Texas 
and St. Louis, said he did not care to enter into 
any controversy onthe subject. With regard to 
Pine Bluff business, however, he said he was going 
to confer with Mr. Woodson of the Arkansas Val- 
ley as soon as possible. 

“I had expected Mr. Woodson here to-day,” said 
Mr. Dodge, “but as he is not in town, I will prob 
ably go to Little Rock to-night to confer with him 
on the subject. 

What rates do you propose to make to Pine 
Bluff?” 

Wo propose to make rates proportioned to the 
rates prevailing from New York, as our present 
rates were before the cut was made by the trunk 
lines. We cannot put up New York rates, and we 
propose to reduce our own.” 

“A letter was received from Pine Bluff this morn- 
ing written by the traveling salesman for a grocery 
house here, stating that a rate of 18 cents an sugar 
and coffee is being made from New Orleans.“ 

“That isa mistake. The rate from New Orleans 
is the same as the rate from St. Louis, 30 and 40 
cents, and that is all St. Louis merchants can ex- 
pect in view of the water competition.” 

. APATHETIC MERCHANTS. 

Mr. Abadie, contracting agent of the Texas and 
St. Louis, says the man who calls the Narrow Gauge 
a Chicago road does not kuow what he ig talking 
about. 

“How is, it then, that Chicago is selling meats in 
Pine Bluff, and that Kansas City also shuts St. 
Louis out in that territory?" asked the reporter. 

“The reason is that St. Louis merchants 
refuse to put their goods in there, although we 
made them as lowarate as they could expect, 25 
cents. Not only that, but when I went to the 
largest provision houses in St. Louis, about six 
weeks ago, and tried to work them up to making an 
effort for Texas business they utterly refused to go 
into the scheme. I told them that if they would 
send a man into Texas to work up business I would 
give them such rates as would cut out Kansas City 
competition. Idid not make them any rate. but I 
assured them that I would make a low enough 
figure to assure them the trade. Only one house in 
St. Louis took advantage of my offer. The others 
made all sortsof excuses. One had no agent in 
Texas, another did not care for Texas trade, Now 
they growl at us on account of rates.

SOME MORE FACTS, 

The fallaciousness of Mr. Emerson's reasoning is 
very plain to any one who has given the situation any 
study. Mr, Emerson cannot watch New York rates 
to Little Rock, and yet Mr. Emerson is every day 
dividing up a rate from New York to Little Rock on 
which he gets a 340 mile haul, and on which he must 
know what is charged. The Missouri Pacific policy 
is based on the old claim that the long haul is 
better than the short haul.” Unquestionably in 
many cases a road can take freight a longer 
distance almost as cheap asa shorter distance; 
but when the Missouri Pacific takes business for 
Little Rock it makes no difference, so far as the haul 
is concerned, whether it originated in New York or 
St. Louis. Longor short baul, it gets alwaysthe 
same mileage on it—St. Louisto Little Rock. On 
Whisky, for instance, it makes no difference to the 
Missouri Pacific whether it is shipped from St. 
Louis or from Cincinnati via St. Louis, and yet the 
Missouri Pacific accepts on Little Rock business 
FROM CINCINNATI FIFTY-SEVEN CENTS a barrel for the 
haul from St. Louis, while to St. Louis shippers it 
charges $250 FOR THE SAME HAUL. If it 
would charge St. Louis $1 50 it would control all 
the business. As it now is, however, it takes its 
chances on getting a small proportion of the busi- 
ness at fifty-seven cents and a very small pro- 
portion at $2 50, leaving the other 
roads at Little Rock to reap the benefit 
of its foliy. 

THE DRUMMER'S COMPLAINT. 

The letter from Pine Bluff, referred to in the in- 
terview with Mr. Dodge above, isas follows: “I 
have worked this town closely and could not sell a 
dollar's worth. Freight rates from New York are 
identical with St. Louis rates. Memphis rate 10 
cents on sugar aud coffee; New Orleans rave 18 
cents all rail. This is the best grocery town in the 
States, and if I could get half a chance on freights 
I weuld do a good business

THE RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS. 


What They Think of the Situation—The 
Remedy With the Aggrieved Party. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Jurrrnson Crry, August 20.—The representative 
of the Post-Dispatce called on the Railroad Com- 
missioners to-day to ascertain their opinion of the 
war now being waged on the railroads in the inter- 
ests of the merchants of St. Louis. Commissioner 
Harding was seen and he ———— himself very 
freely on the subject. 

“I presume.“ said the reporter, that the Rail- 
road Commissioners have noticed the articles in the 
Post-DispatcnH, during the past few days, in regard 
to discriminations in freight rates against St. 
Louis.” 

The articles are of a nature to attract the 
attention of any one in transportation 
matters, and the Commissioners have read them 
with the consideration their importance demands." 

“What, inthe opinion of the Commissioners, can 
be done to remedy the evils complained of, and to 
prevent these discriminations?” 

“Under our laws the remedy in case of discrimi 
nations is with the party aggrieved. In its issue of 
the 15th instant the Post-Dispaton copies entire 
section 820 of the Revised Statutes, and asks ‘where 
are the Railroad Commissioners?’ Section 820 regu- 
lates freight charges and section 821 prohibits dis- 
criminations. Section 822, which the Post-Dispatcs 
does not publish, prescribes the penalty for viola- 
tion of the provisions of section 820 and 821, fixing 
the penalty at not exceeding $1,000 and costs of 
suit, including attorneys’ fees, to be recovered by 
civil action, by the party aggrieved, in any court 
having jurisdiction.” 

“But the aggrieved party perhaps cannot afford 
to bring suit against a railroad company for viola- 
tion of the law.“ 

“That is true; the monopoly feature in railroad 
transportation reverses the ancient order of things 
and places the merchant 

AT THE MERCY OF THE CARRIER. 

It is, therefore, necessary that some State officer 
be required to enforce the regulating statutes, which 
this same monopoly feature renders necessary in 
this case, without lessening the merchants’ right to 
recover damages for injuries received or losses 
sustained. The proper State officer is the Railroad 
Commissioner, whashould be required to submit 
information of any violation of law by a railroad 
company to the Attorney-General orto a prosecut- 
ing attorney, which attorney should also be re- 
quired to briag such violation immediately before 
the proper court for adjudication, Such power in 
the hands of the Commissioner would not be legis- 
lative or judicial, but purely ministerial, and, 
therefore, not in conflict with the Con- 
stitution. As the law now i stands the 
Commissioners are nowhere authorized to bring 
suit against a railroad company, excepting for 
violation of the provisions of Section 843 of the 
statutes, which prescribe the powers and duties of 
the Commissioners as tothe inspection of tracks, 
ete. The power of the Commissioners as regards 
the enforcing of the laws regulating railroads is 
clearly defined in the opinion of the Attorney- 
General, pp. 29 and 30 of our ninth annual report. 
Tbe Commissioners have endeavored repeatedly to 
have the statutes so amerided as to 

GIVE THEM A REASONABLE POWER 
to enforce all the provisions of the laws regulating 
railroads in this State, but, as you are aware, with- 
out avail. Among the first acts of the recent 
General Assembly were resolutions calling upon 
the Railroad Commissioners for their opinion as to 
necessary legislation. In the reply to these reso- 
lutions the Commissioners say: We would re- 
sp ect fully recommend legislation which will give 
to the Railroad Commissioners authority to estab- 
lish, and proper power to enforce the adoption of, 
such rates for the transportation of commodities 
by the railroads of the State as the 
said Commissioners shall und from 
time to time to de cegquitadle. All 
unjust discriminations either as against communi- 
ties or individuals, all preferred rates and rebates 
should be stringently provided against,and the 
power of correcting abuses of the kinds specified 
should be vested in the Commissioners. The Gen- 
eral Assembly, however, did not carry out the views 
of the Commissioners, and nothing was done 
towards increasing their power to enforce the 
laws. 

“But why is it that on lines out of St. Louis the 
rates on merchandise to points South and South- 
west are as high, and even higher, than the rates 
on the same description of merchandise from Cin- 
cinnati, Louisville, Memphis, New York, etc,, while 
St. Louis has the advantage in the shorter haul!“ 

INTER-STATE COMMERCE. 

“The Commissioners cannot make any rate gov 
erning the transportation of commodities outside 
the limit of the State. Your question, however, 
covers the ground of inter-State as well as State 
traffic. We hold that by the Constitution of the 
United States, by the theory of our aystem of 
government, and by practice, commerce between 
the States is as free as if the State lines were not 
there, and in the absence of any law of Congress 
upon the subject, we believe State authorities have 
the right to protect their own citizens by requiring

Maxwell continues to be a drawing card at the 
City Jail. Prominent and common-place citizens 
alike crowd Jailer Siegmund's office to get passes 
to the screen through which they can havea view 
of the distinguished prisoner. Ladies apply, 
in large numbers and eye him _ curiously 
These. are all respectabie ladies, and the 
general public would be astonished to 
read alist ef their names if the Post-Disrpatou 
cared to print them. Letters have been received, 
too, from many femaies,and the usual crop of 
cranks has developed. The latter class seem to 
have set themselves steadily to work writing all 
sorts of mysterious missives, some in poor English 
and others in equally miserable aud mea ningless 
oipher. The letters are addressed to W. H. Lennox- 
Maxwell, to T. C. D'Aquuier aud to H. M. Brooks. 
In many of them the expression “for old times’ 
sake” appears, and in one from Marietta. 
badly written, wretchedly composed and recklessly 
spelied, the writer bids him cheer up and 
asks him if he does not remember when he was at 
Jones College. Maxwell pockets all letters and 
expressed his intent ion of answering some of them.

THE public who are anxious to do justice to 
both sides in the controversy between the rail- 
roads and the Knights of Labor are at a loss to 
understand on what ground the grievance 
against the Wabash road calls fora strike on 
the Gould system. We may remark that the 
public have some interest in railroad transpor- 
tation being maintained. 


Tux business interests of St. Louis present a 
united front against freght discriminations, 
and seem at last to be thoroughly aroused.

THE PROSPECT IS GOOD. 

Never before have the business men of St. 
Louis been so thoroughly united in spirit and 
purpose as they are in the present effort to se- 
cure fair freight rates for St. Louis. None of 
their previous efforts carried with them such 
promise of success. 

The important point bas been recognized that 
this isan attempt in which success can come 
only from united action, that it is not thé wel-

fare of the whole city. The business men of 
St. Louis now recognize that they must stand 
together or fall together. 

This is a great point gained. Heretofore our 
business men have been satisfied to carry on

In Line With the Administration. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

Ezra Evans is the new Bemoctfatic Postmaster at 
West Chester and up to Tuesday last was Chairman 
of the Chester County Democratic Committee, On 
that date the committee met and Mr. Evans ten- 
dered his resignation as chairman, on the ground 
that it was proper that an office-holder should not 
take a very prominent part in politics. He did not 
Say that such participation would not be proper, 
but that non-participation would be more proper. 
In this he drew a distinction which the average 
spoilsman will perhaps be ‘slow to appreciate, but 
which was nevertheless worth making. 

The West Chester Postmaster doubtless under- 
stands that the Administration does net intend and 
bas never intended to interfere with the exercise of 
any of the rights of citizenship on the part of the 
office-holders. Had Mr. Evans accepted a re-elec 
tion as chairman of the County Committee he 
he would probably never have heard from the 
Administration on the subject, unless he had begun 
to make the West Chester Post Office a partisan 
machine or had neglected his duties there for the 
sake of partisan work outside. But his course indi- 
cates that there is something more than a mere 
perfunctory observance of the letter of civil service 
reform: that it is possible for a subordinate official 
to promote the efficiency of the public service 
beyond the limited sphere of his immediate duties, 
and that this can be done by the force of example, 
applied in harmony with the principles which con- 
trol the policy of his chief. 


Freight Rate Outrages. 
From the Moberly Headlight. 

While tze subject of unjust discrimination in 
freight tariff is under discussion—and it is under 
discussion from the ist day of January to the 3ist 
day of December—the testimony of a citizen of West 
Plains, Mo., is of interest and affords food for 
thought. He says: Our distancefrom St. Louis 
is 309 miles, on which foyrth-class freight is seven- 
ty-seven cents per 100 pounds. Our distance to 
Kansas City is 316 miles, for which point the same 
class of freight is fifty-five cents per 100 pounds. 
Again, we can charter a car from here to Kansas 
City for $45 (316 miles), and the car to Memphis 
(172 miles) is $60 to $65." People who remember 
the great ado that was madea few years ago over 
the passage of a law to prevent discriminations of 
this kind will probably be curieus to know why 
these evils still exist. They will also be curious to 
know what is being done in the way of enforcing 
that law by the three Railroad Commissioners who 
are drawing $6,000 a year out of the State treasury 
with such rigid punctuality. The great mass of the 
people are intensely conservative, patient and long 
suffering, but if anybody imagines that there will 
never come a day of reckoning between the out- 
raged public and the robber railroad corporations, 
that man is not well veraed in the study of human 
nature.

Association Meets,

And Decides to Co-Operate With the 
Merchants’ Exchange Transporta- 
tion Bureau—The Thanks of the 
Association Extended to the Post- 
Dispatch—Every One Invited to 
Join, 


The meeting of the Merchants and Manufactur- 
ers’ Avsociation at the Mercantile Club was not as 
enthusiastic as it might have been. The attend - 
ance was satisfactory, but the comimitteemen had 
apparently not done as much work as had been 
expected of them, ahd the consequence was that 
several large interests were entirely unrepresented. 
One gentleman, a manufacturer of furniture, arose 
and stated that he had received no notification of 
the meeting, and had not known whether ke was 
wanted or not. On his motion it was 
that 1,000 or more circulars 
be sent o setting forth the objects 
of the association and requesting the recipients to 
join. It has been resolved that every citizen of St. 
Louis having the welfare of the city at heart is 
eligible to membership, and no gentleman should 
consider himself slighted at not receiving a special 
invitation. He is solicited to become a member 
and to assist the association in any way that may 
be in his power. 

Last evening's meeting was addressed by Geo. 
Minch and Frank Gaiennie of the Merchants“ Ex- 
change Transportation Committee, and by E. F. 
Kelly, secretary of the same. All of these gentle- 
men made spirited remarks and were interrupted 
by frequent applause. Mr. Gaiennie referred to 
the work of the Posr-Disraron in the good 
cause, He said there were laws 
enough now. The Railroad Commissioners 
had the right to make freight rates, and if any 
merchant was then discriminated against he could 
sue for three times the amount of damage. If 
merchants would place bills of lading proving these 
discriminations in the hands of the Exchange Com- 
mittee they would be acted on and the railroads 
called to tim. 

Secretary Kelly stated that the 833 since 
its organization had practically accomplished the 
reduction of the St. Louis rate percentage West- 
bound from 119 to 116. It had also persuaded the 
roads not to act on the request of Chicago for a 
reduction of Arkansas differentials without con- 
sulting the committee. If the merchants, Mr.

The Exploits of Jennie Wilson 
Moore, a Salvation Army 
Captain, 


A Naturally. Depraved Nature Given 
Full Bent—Deserting a Comfortable 
Home for the Downward Path— 
Wholesale Bigamy and Theft.

New Yorx, August 20.—Mrs. Jennie Wilson Moore 
was arrested in Elizabeth, N. J., yesterday on a 
charge of bigamy preferred by her husband, H. L. 
Moore, a well-known photographer. She was com- 
mitted in default of $1,000 bail, and will be arraigned 
in court this morning, Her history. as told by the 
detectives, isa remarkable one. She was bora in 
London, England, in 1969, and soon after her father 
came to America and settled in Middlebury, Vt.. 


where he soon made for himself a comfortable 


home. Here the girl a man named Wilson, 
who, in 1870, deserted his family and has not been 
heard from since. Mrs. Wilson aftera time, it 
is alleged, married a man named Sherman, but soon 
left him, and at the age of 16 Jennie became an 
inmate of the State Reform School at Vergennes, 
Vt., where she remained three or four years. While 
on a visit to the institution one Mrs. 
Hammond, a Methodist revivalist, took 
a liking to the girl, and, under 4 


promise to educate her, persuaded the authorities 
to let her go. Jennie was released and came to 
this city, where, for a jong time, nothing was beard 
of her. Later she returned to Vermont and entered 
the house of Chas. P. Frye, in St. Albans, as a 
domestic. It was only two months before 
SHE AOCUSED THE ELDEST SON, 
Chas. A. Frve, of having been intimate with her, 
and to avoid scandal they were married in Novem- 
ber 24, 1879, by Rev. Isaac McCann, a Methodist 
clergyman. Sbortly after the marriage they moved 
to Montpelier, Vt.. where Frye obtained emp oy- 
ment as a printer. While there she was 
detected in several swall thefts from 
neighbors, but through the intercession 
of — husband she was not prosecuted. There was 
no evidence of reform in her conduct, and one night 
during the summer of 1883 she and a companion 
were put out of an hotel where they had gone with 
twomen. Fearing to go home to her husband, she 
ran away and in September of tnat year instituted 
ings for divorce, alleging cruelty and neg- 
ect asthe cause. Thecase came to trial, but the 
petition was refused, the Court holding that there 
were no grounds. She left Vermoot, and was next 
beard of as an e rt roller Skater and teacher in 
Massachusetts. She next met the agent of a New 
York publishing house, with whom she traveled 
for some time and finally took the agency 
for the firm at Northfield, Vermont. She 
then went onthe road forthe house, and in 1883 
settled dow: ie Peekskill, N. 1. While there she 
became intimate with a 92 to whom she 
preseoted a number of books, and who, in turn, 
gave bera handsome watch, with their initials 
entwined on the case, and a valuable ring, both of 
which she wore when she was They were 
seen almost constantly together.

Reputable citizens who had begun to be fearful 
lest Mayor Joyce did not not intend to take auy 
steps towards suppressing gambling in this city 
will be considerably relieved when they read the 
following copy of a letter sent by the Mayor this 
morning to Chief of Police Halloran:

The Mayor said this morning that he had a con- 
ference with several members of the Council last 
night, and they assured him that there was no 
gambling in the city. Hetold them he would be 
very glad to thiux that there was not, but in view 
of what had been published ia the St. Louis papers 
lately, he would not be satisfied with their state- 
ments until after a personal investigation had 

roven to him that they were true. 

0 furthermore gave them to under- 
stand that in Case it were con- 
clusively ascertained by him that gambling 
was actually bei conducted on the Island, he 
would endeavor to show the people that at least he 
was honest in his announced intention of expelling 
the gambiers from the city. “My letter to the 
Chief this morning, said Mayor Joyce, is 
the first step towards the ultimate suppression of 
gambling, but in case it does not have the desired 
effect you may see something of a more decided 
nature in a few days.“

‘LIFE WAS A BURDEN. 


The Suicide of William Carleton, 
the Actor and Playwright.

— 


The Sad End of a Great Metropolitan 
Favorite—Poverty and Drink—Carle- 
ton’s Career—An Excellent Irish 
Comedian—The Poem On a Woman's 
Skull. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, August 20 — Wm. Carleton, the well- 
known dramatist and old time actor, as announced 
in a telegram to the Post-Dispaton last evening, 
committed suicide Tuesday night by turning on the 
gas in his bedroom at 316 East Fourteenth street. 
He had been unwell for the past two weeks and 
having exhausted his means, became despondent, 
Mr. and Mrs. C. L. Chandler, who occupy rooms at 
the above number, and with whom Carleton was 
upon terms of intimacy, state that though he 
suffered severely and was reducedto such a state 
of weakness that it was necessary to assist him up 
and down the stairs upon the rare occasions 
that he left his room during the past ten days. he 
positively refused to call ina physician, saying he 
had no money to pay and wouldn't have one if he 
had. Hespent Tuesday evening in their apart- 
ment, as was frequently his custom when in health, 
it being the first time he had left his room for some 
days. 

HE REEMED IN EXCELLENT SPIRITS, 
and declared himself feeling so much better, that 
he would make an effort to get out the next day 
and arrange forthe production of his new play. 
Once during the conversation he appear d to be- 
come somewhat despondent and remarked: “I 
don't seem to be able to get what I want in this 
world, and sometimes I don't think life's worth the 
struggle.“ He retired to his room about 


9 o'clock. Yesterday morning the servant girl went 
to his room to call him, but finding the door fast- 
ened, and receiving no response to her knocking, 
notified Mrs. Chandler, who, upon attempting to 
open the door, detected a strong odor of gas. She 
at once dispatched the girl fora locksmith. Upon 
opening the door the body of Carleton was found 
stretched across the bed, his feet resting upon the 
floor, ag though be had made a fruitless effort to 
rise and eacape the consequences of his act. The gas 
was turned on full, and death had evidentiy resulted 
during the night. The hall-room in which Carleton 
slept had but one window, wh:ck was closed. The 
door was locked, and the key-hole patched with pa- 
per. The little table was littered wits manuscripts 
and wearing apparel was scattered about the apart-

standing upon the dressing case indicated the road 
by which he descended to desperation. Beside it 
was a skull—a woman’s—which Carleton had had 
for many years. On it was pasted a sheet of paper 
on which he had written: 

Within this ghastly skull once lived and throbbed 

A buman brain with human passions fraught; 

Her envy, doubt, and scorn, and love, and hate. 
Within this shrine there came the birth of thought; 
The hopes, the fears, the pangs we feel dwell bere. 
Tais was the house of that we call the soul. 

Frail house, bereft of all thy garniture, 

Lien now an idiot can thy fate control. 

These empty sockets once held orbs shamed 

The diamond lustre of peerless stars. 
Tye music of the tongue wagged within this 

Heid ears in bondage by its mag:c spell, 

And left a thousand hearts wit twice a thousand 


scars. 
Where now is all the glory of that beauteous head, 
When tresses waved toe wind to kiss them shun? 
Alas! its loveliness is destroyed and dead, 
But this remains to toll what has been.

THE INQUEST. 
Deputy Coroner Jenkins viewed the remains, 
whico were then removed te Slevin's undertaking 
esiablishment ou Spring street, from which place 
they will be buried in Evergreen \emetery to-day 
at 2 o'clock, the expenses of the interment being 
borne by the Actors’ Fund. Carleton was born iu 
Dublin in 1827, and was twice married. He leaves 
agirlS years old, the result of the second mar- 
riage. the chiid is cared for by her grandmother 
in Paladelphia. Carleton began lite as amanuen- 
sis for a relative who was a popular 
novelist. He subsequently went on the stage as a 
comic singer, making quite a reputation in England 
and on the Continent until 1867, when Josh Hart 
brought him to this country. He quic«ly became a 
great metropolitan favorite, and wrote several pop- 
ular bailads, afterwards making a successful tour 
of the country. His first attempt in the legitimate 
Une was made a year or two later as Winkie in 
Augustin Daly’s dramatization of Tae Pickwick 
Papers, which was produced at the Worrel Sisters’ 
Yneater. Benjamin J. Baker, assistant secretary of 
the Actors’ kund, was stage manager at the 
time, and between Carleton and him elf a warm and 
lasting friendship sprang up. Tue rest of the 
story can be best told as Mr. Baker wave it to your 
correspondent. “You want to know about poor 
Bill? He worked hardand soon made as good a 
position in the legitimate as he had previously in 
the variety business. His strong hold was in Irish 
comedy parts. After the run of the ‘Pickwick 
Papers,’ he played in Nobedy's Daughter’ at tne 
same theater. He always made good salaries— 
never less than $100 a week—but, being a band- 
nome. witty, jovial fellow. never made provision 
for the future. I lost sight of him after a time, and 
when I next met bim be was in Cincinnati manag- 
ing Jennie Gilmer. This was in 1876. About this

and also married. He had already been married 
once, but his wife was dead. He wrote among 
other plays.

The Knights of Labor Waiting for 
| the Order to Strike. 


— — — 


No New Developments in the situation 
Meetings of the Local Assemblies 
Last Night—Tronble Anticipated at 
Kansas City—Missouri Pacific and 
W fash Employes at Work To-Day, 


The local situation’ in railroad labor circles is 
apparently unchanged since yesterday. Develop 
ments consequent upon the issuance of the general 
order concerning the handling of Wabash rolling 
stock are slow to materialize, and it may be several 
days before anything inthe nature of a demon- 
stration or a general Strike will occur. 
The Wabash Committee, located for the present at 


the Hotel Brown, are dumb as to the proceedings 
ot the local Knights of Labor assemblies at the 


meetings held last night. From incidental re- 
marks and observations made by them, however, 
it is generally thought that in every instance 
resolutions were adopted indigative of 
an intention to support the action of 


the Nationa! Executive Committee and to obey im- 
plicitly all orders emanating from it or from any 
subordinate or special committee to which it has 
delegated authority to act. Instructions from the 
National Committee are specific as regards the 
course to be pursued by branch assemblies, and at 
last night's meeting it is safe to assume that 
the men were directed to refuse, under a penalty of 
dismissal, to repair, transfer or in any way handie 
A abash cars or jocomotives.

the immediate effect of the deiiberations of the loca! 
Koights of Labor was apparent in the posting of 
notices of the general order in all of the 
machine shops and the yards of the Western 
roads. The Knights employed in the shops 
all declared that they intended to obey the order. 
They expect that either to-day or to-morrow, at the 
latest, their allegiance will be tested, and say that, 
if necessary, they will leave their work. No at- 
term made to intimidate non-assembly 
employees, neither any disturbance or 
demonstration looked for. The Knights will 

uletly knock off work and go home, and report 
‘their cases to the local amembly of which they are 
mem bers. 

THE LOCAL ASSEMBLY

Every possible means 
ha ve beeu taken, however, to avoid 
a calamity of that kind, as the 
more intelligent among the men realize that 
their success depends almost wholly upon concerted 
action througbout the entire West. 

ALL THEIR ENERGIES

Curcaco, August 20.—A strange malady has 
broken out ameng cattle, particularly milch cows 
in the neighborhood just north of the Union Stock 
Yards. and extending to the Bridgeport slaughter 
houses in the southwestern part of the city. The 
disease appears to be in all cases fatal.

When the spleen is examined after death it is 
found swolien to three times its natural size. The 
district in which the disease is confined contains 
— A er open prairie, upon which cows 


graze Texas cattle are frequently driven 
into Bridgeport through this district, it is be- 


lieved that the disease was caught from these pass- 
ing herds.
